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A Commemorative Scarab of ihutmose 
lll, on Exhibition at the Metro- 
politan Museum of Art. 


T HE Egyptian department of the Metro- 
politan Museum of Art received last 
year from Mohammed Monaassib, of 
Luxor, the gift of a scarab of more than 
ordinary interest, says the March Bulletin 
of the museum. It dates from the reign 
of Thutmose Ill. of the 1&th dynasty, and 
‘\Men-kheper-re, 
whos2 two obelisks endure in the temple of 
\mon.” The Bulletin continues as follows: 

“While the majority of Egyptian scarabs 
were used as seals, there were also a few 
other classes, among them commemorative 
scarabs, made to celebrate some event in a 
king’s reign, and to this rare class our new 
scarab belongs. Best known among com- 


bears the inscription: 


memorative scarabs are the large ones 1s- 
sued by Amenhotep III., also of the 18th 
dynasty, to celebrate his marriage, his lion 
hunts, the completion of an_ artificial 
pleasure lake for his queen. and other 
events. These scarabs are of unusual size, 
often reaching four inches or more in 
leneth, and are inscribed with texts relat- 
ing to the events which they commemorate. 
“But the fashion of issuing commemo- 
rative scarabs did not originate with Amen- 
hotep Ill. Before him his’ grandfather, 
Amenhotep Il., and his great-grandfather, 
Thutmose III]., had caused scarabs ot or- 
dinary size to be made in celebration of the 
erection of obelisks. From each of these 
reigns at least two such scarabs are ex- 
tant. Besides our own new acquisition, an 
other scarab bearing the cartouche ot 
Thutmose II]. is in the Berlin collection, 
and two of Amenhotep II.’s reign are in 
Paris and the British Museum. The other 
three are closely similar to our specimen 
and bear the same inscription, except for 
the difference in the royal name on two of 
them. The scarabs may be regarded as 
precursors of the imposing commemorative 
scarabs issued by Amenhotep III., and in 
this fact lies their chief interest. 
“Unfortunately the inscription common 
to the four scarabs 1s too meager to en- 
able us to identify the obelisks. Indeed, 
little is known of Amenhotep I1.’s obelisks, 
and his two commemorative scarabs fur- 
nish the only intimation which has come 
down to us that he set up a pair of obelisks 
at Karnak. With reference to Thutmose 
II1.’s obelisks there is more to consider, 
and the possibilities may be stated briefly. 
He is known to have erected seven, and of 
these five were at Karnak and two at 
Heliopolis. The two set up at Heliopolis, 
of which one is now in London and the 
other in New York, do not come in ques- 
tion, inasmuch as the scarabs speak of the 
“temple of Amon,” a phrase almost certain 
to refer to the chief sanctuary of Amon at 


modern Karnak. Of the five known obelisks 
of Thutmose III. at Karnak, the single 
obelisk, now in front of the Lateran in 
Rome, which according to its own Inscrip- 
tion never had a companion, also may be 
eliminated from the consideration, becaus2 
the scarab refers to a pair of obelisks. 
Of the remaining two pairs, one may well 
be the pair referred to by the legend on 
our scarab. The sites of these two pairs 
of obelisks in front of Pylon [V. and south 
of Pylon VII. at Karnak have been found, 
and parts of the obelisks themselves have 
been identified ,including the nearly com 
plete obelisk at Constantinople. Oné obelisk

of each pair, with inscription and other 
identifying marks, is pictured in a relief 
at Karnak. From this relief with its in- 
scriptions and anotier inscription it is evi- 
dent that up to his 42d year Thutmose [11 
erected at Karnak only these four obelisks. 
But we do not know that he may not have 
set up other obelisks there in the 12 years 
that intervened before his death, at which 
time the Lateran obelisk, his last monu- 
ment of the kind, remained unfinished. 
“At least it seems unlikely that a spe- 
cial issue of scarabs would commemorate 
any but a monumental obelisk. It was cus- 
tomary to set up the large obelisks on the 
20th and on later anniversaries of the 
king’s nomination as heir to the throne, 
an event which in Thutmose III.’s_ case 
coincided with his accession. Our scarab 
therefore is unlikely to be earlier than the 
30th year of Thutmose III.’s reign, which 
would bring its date to 1471 B. C., or some 
time within the following 20 years. One 
can imagine that these “obelisk-scarabs” 
may have been highly valued as souvenirs 
of the elaborate festivities which marked 
the 30-year or one of the later anniver- 
saries. inka a

as a Trade.

| \M not going to assume the contract 

to tell every undecided father what 
he shall do with his boy, but to the luck 
man who has a boy with a talent for 
drawing I believe that I can tell a story 
that should interest him. 

Most readers of THe JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR 
know more or less about die sinking. To 
those who know less I will state briefly 
that the die sinker is the man who cuts 

hand the form and ornament of a given 
article into a block of tool steel, this makes 
the die from which spoons, forks, jewelry 
and kindred articles are pressed out or 
formed. He is the artisan who does more 
to make a silver spoon what it is than all 
the other kinds of workmen in the factory 
combined. 

During the 25 years that the writer has 
had an intimate knowledge of this branch 
ot ornamental metal work it has appearerd 
as if the great majority of new recruits 
or apprentices had drifted into this work 
in the same haphazard way that they drift 
into other trades. 

in fact, when we advertise for boys to 
learn die sinking the second question that 
the applicant asks is, “What do I have to 
do?” Of course the first question is, “Wha 
do you pay?” If the first week’s pay 
promises better than carrying papers, per- 
haps the boy decides to try it, for it means 
a “job.” 

Now, you Dad with the boy who has a 
natural talent for drawing, sit up and take 
notice, for with this unpromising begin- 
ning we eventually have to pay these same 
bovs from $4.50 to $6 per day, and the few 
who by chance are naturally gifted can 
command $7 and $8 per day. 

Our American art schools are filled with 
pupils whose parents are paying their 
tuition, said pupils dreaming perhaps that 
each will some day be a Michel Angelo or 
a Rosa Bonheur. I don’t object to the 
Rosas going on dreaming, but some of the 
“Mikes” would make ripping good die 
sinkers with their art school training if 
they would wake up to the tact and put 
tueir talents to practical use. 

No single case has come under my ob- 
servation in this country where a boy has 
been trained or educated with the sole 
purpose of becoming a die sinker. The 
opportunity 1S a good one. The boy with 
an art school training would always be 
head and shoulders above the _ factory 
trained apprentice. 

Die sinking is the work of an artist- 
artisan, and the accent should be on te 
artist not on the arttsan, where it has been 
altogether too long. 
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is the estimation in which a person or thing is held by 
others. 


A good reputation is a purchasable asset, and while it 
cannot be bought with gold dollars, it can be achieved by a 
manufacturing jeweler at the price of honest manufacturing.

No Import Duty on Platinum Imposed on 
New Canadian Tariff 


(From the Trader and Canadian Jeweler.) 
NE of the modifications in the applica- 
tion of the new import taxes announced 
by the Minister of Finance on March 17 was 
in respect to platinum, which remains on 
the free list. This will have some slight 
effect on the production cost of platinum 
jewelry, but whether it will be sufficient 
to warrant a reduction in cost to the re- 
tailers remains to be seen. Up until the 
past few months the story of platinum had 
been one of constantly mounting price, due 
to the increased demands on it by the jewel- 
ry trade and by makers of scientific instru- 
ments and appliances. The supply did not 
keep pace with the demand, resulting in 
the price advancing within a few vears 
from 90 cents a dwt. to $2.50. 

Since last August there has been little 
demand for this metal in Europe and a 
considerable supply undoubtedly accumulat- 
ed in the Russian centers of production. By 
keeping this off-the market, the price was 
held firm for a time, but it 1s altogether 
likely that the call for ready money has 
caused some of this extra supply to be re- 
leased, for within the past few months the 
price has been very unsteady, decreasing 
about 25 cents a dwt. This decrease in 
price just about equalized the extra charge 
that the new import tax would have im- 
posed and as platinum came originally with- 
in the scope of the tax manufacturing 
jewelers gave little thought to any revision 
of prices. The announcement that plati- 
num is to continue on the free list will at 
least enable them to operate on a more 
adequate margin and in some cases a de- 
crease in the price of platinum jewelry is 
not unlikely. 

A prominent manufacturing jeweler 
points out that while the price of the plat- 
inum is a large factor in the cost of the 
jewelry, this metal is so difficult to work 
that the manufacturing cost is also very 
high. Those who have facilities for melt- 
ing the metal in their own workshops are 
able to reduce this cost somewhat and in 
such cases the lower cost of the metal will 
make a difference on the cost of jewelry. 

The popularity of platinum jewelry is 
constantly increasing and the adaptation of 
the metal to many new forms has greatly 
increased the variety of the goods the 
jeweler has to show. Its high cost has been 
the chief obstacle to greater popularity and 
any decrease in that cost should be a great 


help to the trade.

Unusually Attractive Values 
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The Betrothal Ring of Martin Luther, Recently Brought to the 
United States, Now to be Exhibited at New York. 














O NE of the most notable pieces of jewel- 
ry, and in fact, one of the most inter- 
esting rings that has ever been brought to 


this country, was the betrothal ring of 
Martin Luther which the Reverend Max1- 


milian Pinkert brought back with him from 
Germany to New York on a recent trip to 
that country. 

Dr. Pinkert, who is pastor of the German 
American Branch ot St. Bartholomew’s 
Church at 209 E. 42d St., and also connected 
with the Sailors’ Institute of the metropo-

lis, is about to put this famous relic on ex- 
hibition at the Museum of the Historical 
Societv 1: New York, after having spent 
several months in perfect.ng the authenti- 
cation of the jewel, The fact that Dr. Pin- 
kert brought this ring to America was fi7st 
noted in the Anniversary Number of THE 
JEWELERS’ Crrcucar of Feb. 3, 1915, and 
caused considerable comment at the time.

On 
the request of THE JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR, 
Dr. Pinkert had the ring photographed in 
several positions and the illustrations of the 
jewel appear herewith. 

This ring evidently celebrates the be- 
trothal of Martin Luther to Catharine Von 
Boren and has often been reterred to by 
historians and writers on famous jewelry 
in the past. As far as known the ring 
was for about 400 years in the possession 
of the ducal family of Anhalt-Bernburg, of 
which Catharine Von Boren was a de- 
scendant. According to family traditions, 
the ring should be worn on the finger of the 


Baroness von Georgi, 


semior daughter of the house and particu- 
lariy on that of the wife of a clergyman. 
It came into Mrs. Pinkert’s possession in 
this way: She obtained it as a present 
from her sister, Gabriel Jarcke, who got it 
directly from her aunt, Mrs. Walter, the 
oldest daughter ot the family of Freifrau 
von Georgi, who was married to Dr. Con- 
rad Walter of St. John’s Church in Leipsic. 
The ring had been in 
the Georgi tamily for over 100 years, the 
Georgi family being a branch of the Anhalt- 
Bernburg family, who resided near Leipsic 
at Waldenburg. Mrs. Pinkert’s sister turned 
it over to the former as she was the only 
daughter of the house wedded to a clergy- 
man and the sister considered, therefore, it 
her duty to pass the ring on to her. 

Dr. Pinkert made careful investigation 
and submitted the ring to many experts, 
all of whom expressed the opinion that the 


possession oO! 


facts connecied with it in every way picved 
his authenticity. 
This ring was referred to by H. Noel 


llumphreys, an eminent authority, in an 
article in the Observer in February, 1862. 
in which an illustration cf it appeared. Mr. 
lLlumphreys said: 

“The betrothment ring cf Luther, which 
belonged to a family at Leipsic as late as 
1817, and is doubtless still preserved with 
the greatest care as a national relic of great 
interest, is composed of an intricate device 
of gold work, set with a ruby, the emblem 
of exacted love. The gold devices repre- 
sent all the symbols of the Passion. In the 
center is the crucified Saviour, on one side 
the spear with which the side was pierced 
and the rod of reeds of the flagellation. On 
the other is a leaf of hyssop.” 

William Jones, F.S.A., well-known writer 
on jewelry, in his work on “Finger Ring 
Lore,’ published in London in 1877, de- 
scribes the Luther ring on page 482 as fol- 


lows: 
“Beneath are the dies with which the sol- 
diers cast lots for the garment without 


seam and below are the three nails. At the 
back may be distinguished the inside of the 
Atonement; the whole so grouped as to 
make a large cross, surmounted by the ruby, 
the most salient feature of the device. 

“On the inside of the ring the inscrip- 
tions are still perfect. They contain the 
names of the betrothed pair and the date of 
the wedding day in German—13 Juni 1525. 
This was the ring presented to the wife at 
the betrothal and worn by her after mar- 
riage.” 

The ring was given to Martin Luther by 
Ernest von Sachsen. 

The three views of the ring given here 
show the front, the side and the interior 
with a part of the inscription. The inscrip- 
tion in full reads “D Martino Luthero- 
Catharina V Boren, 13 Juni 1525.” 

\mong the authorities consulted by Pas- 
tor Pinkert while he was in_ Europe, 
was Carl Jentch, of the Leipsic Institute of 
Arts, and now director of the Museum at 
Guben, Brandenburg. Professor Jentch was 
among the first to express his opinion that 
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the ring was genuine and this was sut- 
hciently established by the fact of its hav- 
ing been for a full century in the posses- 
sion otf the Anhalt-Bernburg family. It 
not, until a few ¥ 
after his researches in this country, that 
Pastor Pinkert telt that he had authenti- 
cated the ring beyond question. He then 
decided to permit it to be exhibited at the 
Museum of the Historical Society at Cen- 
tral Park West and 76th St., New York.

It is the plan of Secretary Todd 
to distribute these lists among the jewelers 
of the State in a campaign to gain new 
inembers for the State association. 

President Davis next spoke of the auction 
nuisance after 6 Pp. M., and of work which 
had been done in other Connecticut cities 
to eliminate it. George Lux, Hartford, 
said that a new city form of government 
had been adopted in his city and that the 
jewelers there hope that a bill may be 
placed which would eliminate the trouble 
in that city. 

The meeting adjourned at this point and 
the jewelers gathered in front of the Strat- 
held Hotel and were conveyed in automo 
biles to the factory of the Whiting M fg.

Clemens Hellebush Meets Death in an 
Automobile Accident. 

CINCINNATI, O., April 17.— Clemens 
Hellebush, 55 years old, a retired jeweler, 
was killed in an automobile accident last 
Tuesday morning. Mr. Hellebush was a 
son of the late Clemens Hellebush, who 
had a fashionable jewelry store in the old 
Pike Opera House building, where the 
Sinton Hotel now stands. After the death 
of the father the victim of last week’s 
accident and his brothers conducted the 
store for a time. 

Tuesday Mr. Hellebush was on his way 
to a camp on the Big Miami River with 
Ross Parker and Parker K. Gale in Mr. 
Parker’s machine, which he was driving. 

The machine was descending a_ steep 
grade on the Hamilton Pike, near the 
tracks of the Ohio Traction Co., when it 
struck a rut. It swerved and before the 
driver could right it turned turtle, crush- 
ing Mr. Hillebush and pinning the two 
men in the front seat down. 

Parker Gale was the least hurt. He 
sustained no serious injury excepting a 
broken leg. Being a very powerfully built 
man he managed to crawl out from under 
the car and drag himself to the side of 
the traction tracks, spurred on by the 
groans of his companion and the sound of 
a car in the distance. He arrived just in 
time to stop the car and the motormen, 
conductor and passengers lifted the weight 
from the two other men. 

The three were then rushed to Mount 
Healthy and placed in the care of a phy- 
sician. He pronounced Mr. MHellebush 
dead and notified Coroner Fourtmeyer. It 
was found that Mr. Hellebush’s neck had 
been broken and that death had been in- 
stantaneous, 

His body was removed to his home, 300 
EK. Mitchell Ave., St. Bernard, and word 
was sent to his wife, who was visiting 
relatives in New Orleans. 

The funeral was held this morning at 9 
o’clock from the residence with solemn re 
quiem high mass at St. Clemens Church, 
Carthage Pike, St. Bernard, at 9.30. The 
burial was private.

the Good and Welfare Committee of the 
Board. Mr. Larter explained that Vice- 
president Adams, who is chairman of the 
Good and Welfare Committee, was ill 
and unable to attend and that Mr. Nissen 
would be there later, and he suggested that 
a chairman ot the conference be elected 
On the motion of A. L. Brown, William T.

The members of the New England Man- 
ufacturing Jewelers’ and Silversmiths’ As- 
sociation were headed by Col. Harry Cut- 
ler, who acted as spokesman. These gen- 


tlemen had improved the time in the past 
two months by preparing a bill of their 
own, drawn along the lines of the pro- 


posed amendments of the Board’s bill, incor- 
porating many new sections that embodied 
the ideas of the New England members. 
These bills in printed form were distrib- 
uted to the delegates present. 

Colonel Cutler after reading a letter to 
R. W. Adams, sent by Theo. W. Foster, 
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Providence, made a report for the New 
England delegation and told how they had 
worked on the bill so that it now embodied 
the ideas practically of the entire New 
England jewelry industry. He explained 
that in this work, the committee of the 
New England Manufacturing Jewelers’ and 
Silversmiths’ Association had been in close 
touch with the Good and Welfare Com- 
mittee of the National Jewelers Board of

Colonel Cutler explained that in prepar- 
ing the sections, the subject had been di- 
vided up into clauses according to the vari- 
ous industries touched upon, assigned to 
sub-committees familiar with these indus- 
that the final result was based 
upon the experience of the men in the in- 
dustries as to exactly what could be and 
what could not be done. He offered the 
bill as proposed for consideration at the 
meeting and suggested that it be taken up 
section by section.

None of the delegates having any other 
dennite amendments to propose, the ques- 
tion arose as to whether the conference 
should be taken up and consider the vari- 
ous points of legislation through the Prov- 
idence bill or through the New York bill, 
and it was decided by vote to take it up 
on the basis of the former. 

The bill was taken up section by sec- 
tion, beginning with the preamble and en- 
acting clause and debated thoroughly from 
practically the time the conference was 
opened until it adjourned at 6.30 in the 
evening. The discussion of the opening 
ciause in the first section of the act prac- 
tically took up the entire morning and was 
passed after slight amendments had been 
made to the original text. The act pro- 
vides that it be unlawful to ship in inter- 
state commerce any article made of gold, 
silver or platinum bearing any word, mark 
or symbol indicating quality of fineness, 
or the words gold, silver and platinum, 
or any colorable imitation thereof, ex- 
cept in accordance with the requirements 
and terms oi the act. 

The second seciion of the bill takes up 
the regulation of gold goods alone and pro- 
vides that the words “gold” or “solid gold” 
shall not be stamped upon any article or 
any card or label attached thereto, unless 
it is accompanied by numerals or symbols 
indicating the actual degree of fineness of 
the gold. The two tests of the present na- 
tional law covering the quality of gold it- 
self without solder, and that for the en- 
tire piece with solder, are left in the pro- 
posed statute, bu: arose as to 
the margin or leeway allowed. The na- 
tional Board’s bill amendment proposed a 
leeway ot approximately. one-eighth of a 
karat on the gold and about one-half karat 
on the gold with solder and base metal. 
The Providence bill proposed a quarter of 
a karat leeway for the gold alone and a 
half karat for the gold with solder. 

the committees of both organizations 
were willing to accept the provisions of the 
Providence bili, but this was not satisfac- 
tory to many of the manufacturers who 
were present, who believed that the leeway 
of the present law should be retained inas- 
much as this was understood by the trade, 
and to change it now would cause disturb-

ance. It was decided to adopt the sections 
with a leeway of half a karat for the gold 
and one karat for the gold with solder and 
base metal, and also to use the phraseology 
of the national Board’s bill in connection 
with the concurrent tests proposed. 

In connection with the gold section, the 
Providence bill contained a clause that was 
distinctly radical in the innovation that it

Sample Case of Jewelry Stolen from 
Providence Union Station Recov- 
ered and Police Arrest Frank 
W. Whalen. 

PROVIDENCE, R. L., April 17.—lrank W. 
Whalen, 24 years old, of 15 Perry St., this 
city, was arraigned before Judge Howard 
Gorham in the Sixth District Court yes- 
terday on a charge of the larceny of a 
sample case containing jewelry valued at 
$5,235, the property of the Ben Spier Co., 
of New York. He waived examination and 
was bound over to await the action of the 

Grand Jury under $2,000 bonds. 

Whalen was taken into custody Thurs- 
day by Inspector George H. Monahan of 
Headquarters, after an investigation he 
had conducted since the larceny was re- 
ported as having occurred last Monday 
afternoon in the baggage room of Union 
Siation. ‘Lhe police state that Whalen ad- 
mitted after his arrest that on Monday 
afternoon he had been drinking heavily 
and wandered around to Union Station, 
where he had at one time been employed 
by the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad. 

The sample case mysteriously disap- 
peared from the baggage room at Union 
Siation, having been shipped from Boston 
by Julius A. Spier, a salesman for the Ben 
Spier Co., of New York, earlier in the day. 
When Mr. Spier called for his case Tues- 
day morning it could not be found, while 
the records showed that it had not been 
checked out. Mr. Spier left New York 
last Sunday night and arrived in Boston 
the following morning. His sample case, 
which is of the tan leather style and 1s 
about 20 inches high and seven or eight 
inches wide, was checked as baggage. Mon- 
day morning he took it on his visit to his 
customers in Boston and in the afternoon 
again checked it, this time for this city. 

He arrived here Tuesday morning at 
about 9.20 o’clock and immediately went 
to the baggage room to obtain his sample 
case. After failing to obtain any trace of 
it he got in touch with his office in New 
York and a private detective agency imme- 
diately started to work on the case. The 
samples were traced to this city, the case 
having arrived here on the train from Bos- 
ton at 5.03 Monday afternoon. It was 
carried to the baggage room, where all 
trace of it was lost. 

Julius A. Spier returned to the home 
office of the Ben Spier Co., 65 Nassau St., 
New York, last Saturday. When seen by 
a JEWELERS’ CirRCULAR reporter last Monday 
morning Mr. Spier stated that he had re- 
covered his case, but that several hundred 
dollars’ worth of the merchandise was 
missing. 

He stated that after he had communi- 
cated wit the police Whalen was taken 
into custody on Friday. Following the ap- 
prehension of the man, Mr. Spier said, the 
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case was recovered at the home of a friend 
of the prisoner, 

When examined the lock was found to 
have been chopped from the case and about 
S900 worth of the merchandise was missing. 

Whalen m accounting for his act, accord- 
ing to the jewelry salesman, told the police 
that he was intoxicated at the time he took 
the case from the baggage room, where he 
was wellknown. lle immediately took it to a 
near-by cellar, where the lock was chopped 
oft. He said that he did not remove any 
of the jewelry. 

When asked by the police to account tor 
the missing merchandise Whalen, accord- 
ing to Mr. Spier, asserted that while walk- 
ing along the street the case fell to the 
sidewalk and the contents were spilled out. 
sefore leaving the spot where the case had 
tallen the prisoner stated that he was posi- 
tive he had picked up all of the jewelry 
on the sidewalk. 

\side from the pieces that were missing, 
\Mlr. Spier stated that a number of the 
articles were badly damaged when Whalen 
had trampled upon them after the case had 
fallen to the street. 








Max F. Fersko, New York, Petitioned 
Into Bankruptcy Court After He 
Assigns for the Benefit of 
Creditors. 

Following the making of a general as- 
signment under the State laws, an involun- 
tary petition in bankruptcy was filed in the 
United States District Court of New York 
last Wednesday against Max F, Fersko, a 
retail jeweler at 5 Cortlandt St., Manhat- 


tan. -A1senstein & Woronock. with a claim 
for $157; Baumgold Bros., for $300, and 


\. Ehasoff, for $250, are the petitioning 
creditors. 

The jeweler, according to the petition, 
has assets amounting to $4,000, with pos- 
sible liabilities aggregating about $10,000. 
The only allegation made is one charging 
the jeweler with transferring property to 
the amount of $1,000. 

Prior to the fling of the petition an 
assignment was made by Mr. Fersko, nam- 
ing Julius Pezenik as the assignee. 

Several days prior to the instigating of 
the bankruptcy proceedings a meeting of 
the creditors of Mr. Fersko was held at 
the oftice of William Jasie, 20 Vesey St.., 
New York, at which time an offer of set- 
tlement at 20 cents on the dollar was made. 

A committee was appointed to investi- 
gate the jeweler’s financial affairs and as 
a result the petition in bankruptcy was 
hled. 

Mr. Fersko was originally in the employ 
of a number ot New York jewelers prior 
to starting in business on his own accoun 
on Sept. 5, 1906. His first enterprise was 
located in a small hallway store at 1888 
Third Ave. After being in business for 
some time at that location Mr. Fersko 
moved to 1928 Third Ave., and on June 15, 
1914, bought out the business of M. Gelula 
& Co., 5 Cortlandt St. In the Fall of 1914 
he sold the fixtures and some of the stock 
of the store at 1928 Third Ave. to S. Horop- 
witz and thereafter continued at 5 Cort- 
iandt St. On Feb. 4 last Mr. Fersko’s store 
suffered a small fire, the damage of which 
he claims was fully covered by insurance 
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Conrad Schickerling Accused of Using 
the Mails to Defraud, Enters 
Strong Defense. 

Conrad Scaickerling, president of the 
Nauonal Jewelers’ Art Se | Uae | 
{Oth St., New York, and Theodore Schroe- 
der were placed on trial Tuesday afternoon 
of last week before Judge Farrington in 
the Federal Court, New York. At the time 
of going to press the trial was still in prog- 
ress. Schickerline was arrested in Feb 
ruary, 1915, after having been indicted by 
a Umited States Grand Jury on a charge 
of using the mails to promote a fraudu- 
lent school for teaching diamond setting, 
engraving and art jewelry. Schroeder, 
who, it 1s alleged, was connected with the 

school, was also indicted. 

for several days during the trial the ap- 
pearance of the court room has resembled 
that of a manufacturing jewelry plant. A 
work bench occupies one corner of the 
room, while a large table in the center of 
the room and a number of chairs are 
literally covered with jewelry. Both fin- 
ished and unfinished jewelry is often 
placed in evidence by both the defense and 
prosecution in order to establish certain 
points. 

\ssistant Dhjstrict-Attorney Harper, in 
presenting the prosecution, has called 
more than 24 witnesses, including many 
students who had attended the Schick 
erling school. Many well-known diamond 
setting experts, as well as a number of ap- 
prentices and investigators, have also been 
placed on the stand by the Government. 

The majority of the students called upon 
to testify told almost the same story. They 
said they saw an advertisement inserted in 
some newspaper by the Schickerling school 
and went to Schickerling’s office, &v 
Maiden Lane, where, they testified, they 
usually had a personal interview with Mr. 
Schickerling. During these talks, many of 
the witnesses testified, Mr. Schickerling 
told them that they could be taught the 
diamond setting trade within three months 
and become so efficient as to be able to 
hold a position demanding from $25 to $30 
per week. After attending the school for 
several weeks, many of the students testi- 
fied, they found it was impossible to mas- 
ter the diamond setting trade within the 
time in which, it is alleged, Mr. Schick- 
erling specified. 

\Ir. Lees, a diamond setter, 71 Nassau 
St.. one of the first experts called by the 
Government on Wednesday, testified that 
oae of Schickerling’s students came to him 
in 1912 and that he gave him a position. 
\fter he had been in his employ for about 
six months, Mr. Lees stated, the young 
man was worth about $4 a week. 

During the afternoon other witnesses 
were called to bring out the point that the 
instruction which they had received at the 
Schickerling school was not adequate to 
the amount they paid for their tuition, and 
that their work was of very little practical 
value to them. To corroborate many of 
these statements made by students, David 
Offenhutter, diamond setter at 71 Nassau 
St., New York, was called by the Govern- 
ment. Mr. Offenhutter testified that he 
had employed boys who had received in- 
structions in the Schickerling school, but 





tound they were not efficient workmen. 

Practically ail of Thursday’s session was 
devoted by the prosecution to the calling 

a number of diamond setting experts. 
The first authority called was Mr. Dietz, 
diamond setter at 71 Nassau St., who testi- 
hed that two of the students of the Schick- 
erling school come to his establishment. 
One of them stayed with him for nine or 
l) months, asserted the witness. setting 
beads and doing the rougher class of 
work. The second student, Mr. Dietz 
stated, after being with him about a half 
day, was discharged as being incompetent. 

‘red Brunerhof, a diamond setter, 45 
John St., was another expert called by the 
prosecution. This witness ‘testified that 
he also employed one of Schickerling’s 
students, but found him incompetent, and 
consequently paid him only a very small 
salary. Among the other experts called by 
the Government was Mr. Lorngean, one of 
the principal diamond setters for Tiffany 
& Co. He stated that he had been in the 
business for 30 years and that it had 
taken him practically five years to master 
his trade. He also stated that he thought 
it would be an impossibility for any man 
to learn the diamond setting trade in less 
than two or three years. 

E. Levey, another well-known diamond 
expert of this city, was the next called. 
His testimony was in substance a repeti- 
tion of that given by Mr. Lorngean. He 
also stated that a man with only three 
months’ knowledge of diamond § setting 
was, in his estimation, practically useless 
to the trade. The Government, in secur- 
ing Mr. Levey to testify, believes that it 
has made a master stroke, as Mr. Levey 
is one of the few setters known to have 
set 1,000 stones in a single week. 

Following another student’s testimony, 
Mr. Teeder, diamond setter for William 
Scheer, 7 W. 45th St., testified that he has 
been a diamond setter for 30 years and 
that he had instructed one of the Schick- 
erling students after he had left the 
school. The witness stated that when the 
student came to Scheer’s establishment 
from the Schickering school he was worth 
practically nothing to the trade. 

The last witness called on Thursday af- 
ternoon was Arthur Grahl, apprentice for 
Schickerling. This witness testified that 
he had remained there a little over a year, 
and since the establishing of the school 
had acted as teacher for Schickerling. 

friday morning several other students 
were calied by the Government and, like 
their former classmates, told practically 
the same story, alleging they were in- 
veigled into paying Schickerling money in 
the belief that they could master the dia- 
mond setting trade in three months. Just 
before the closing of the morning session 
Dr. Schimmel, member of the Bar of Ger- 
many and also connected with the German 
League in New York, was placed on the 
stand. This witness stated that several 
Germans came to his office and complained 
that they believed they had been defrauded 
by Schickerling. He then stated that he 
applied at the school and had a personal 
interview with Mr. Schickerling regarding 
the course, and also made a general inves- 
tigation. 
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With the placing n the Stand oft \liss 
Suzanne Graham Golding, formerly an em- 
ploye ft the Schickerling Mfg. Co., the 
Government closed its case late Friday 


morning. Miss Golding. who acted in the 


capacity of a stenographer, admitted that 
Schickerling had advertised his course in 
most of the New York papers, and whet 


answers to these advertisements were re- 
ceived it was her duty to forward litera- 


ture. She also testified as to the part 
played by Theodore Schroeder, who was 
also. indicted with Mr. Schickerling. lt 


was Mr. Schroeder’s duty, according to the 
witness, to sell jewelry on the road and 
call on students who had answered the 
advertisements. 

Atter the defense failed to secure the 
dismissal of the indictments resting 
against Schickerling and Schroeder the 
trial was again resumed. 

lhe first witness called in behalf of the 
defense was C. Reater, who claims that 
he entered the Schickerling school on 
March 26, 1912, and remained there until 
March 3, 1913, when he left and obtained 
a position as a setter for a short time 
Since his first employment as a setter, the 
witness testified, he has held several sim- 
ilar positions, and is now with Staiger & 
Soris, 2 Maiden Lane. During the period he 
was at the school Reater stated he also 
learned chasing and other branches of the 
jewelry trade. The prosecution was up- 
held by the Court when the Assistant Dis- 
trict-Attorney objected to allowing Reater 
to set several stones to show his skill. As- 
sistant District-Attorney Harper con- 
tended that, as the witness had three years’ 
experience, it would not be a fair test. 

Almost a dozen other students were 
called by the defense. A summary of their 
testimony was practically a repetition otf 
that given by Reater, in that they stated 
that when they left the Schickerling school 
they were competent setters. To substan- 
tiate some of this testimony as to the 
ability of the witnesses, the defense called 
upon a number of the young men to set 
stones in various pieces of jewelry. 

With the resumption of the trial on 
Monday morning several of the witnesses 
who had testified on behalf of the Govern- 
ment were recalled by the defense and 
cross-examined. This cross-examination 
continued until late in the afternoon, when 
Theodore Schroeder was placed on the 
stand to testify in his own behalf 

Schroeder testified that he ts Schicker- 
ling’s brother-in-law and admitted that he 
was at one time connected in business 
with Schickerling. He also testified that 
he had the utmost confidence in his broth- 
in-law’s ability. and firmly believes that 
Schickerling can train a man to become 
a diamond setter within three months 
Schroeder denied that he was connected 
with the school, and the only assistance he 
rendered to Schickerling in this business 
was to call on several young men who had 
inquired about the courses. This he did, 
Schroeder testified, merely as a favor 
his brother-in-law, and at no time has he 
ever made any misrepresentations regard- 
ing the school.

Jewelers throughout the country are 
warned to beware of a swindler who 1s 
operating among the retail merchants and 
who represents himself as an officer of the 
United Army. He _ has 
victimized a number of retailers and it is 
reported has visited jewelry stores. By the 
virtue of the representations which he 
makes, he usually succeeds in placing an 
order for the purchase of merchandise to

be shipped to some army post. He 1s 
known to have used the alias “Lieut. B, P. 
Fleming,” “Capt. Richard P. Wainwright, 
Jr..” “Capt. A. B. Barber,” “Capt. Adelbert 
C. Barber,” “Capt. J. C. Henning,” “Capt. 
Russell,” and “Capt. Corydon G. Snow” 
and he may use other names. 

In payment for the articles which he 
purchases, he presents what purports to be 
a certified check for an amount slightly 
in excess of the cost of the goods ordered, 
receiving from the merchant the difference 
in cash. He then disappears. It 1s his 
custom to thoroughly inform himself as to 
the things he wishes to purchase and for 
this reason he is able to impress the deal- 
ers. 

The checks offered are usually for $500 
$250 and he has recently been operating 
in New York city and immediate vicinity.

Alleged Swindler, who Posed as Bel- 
gian Refugee, Held to Trial on 
Charge Made by New York 
Jewelers. 

Charles Emanuel, 31 years old, of 1825 
lirst Ave., New York, was held under 
$7,000 bail on two charges of grand jar- 
ceny in the Yorkville Court, by Magistrate 
Murphy last Friday afternoon. The com- 
plainants against Emanuel were Charles 
Gasner, a jeweler of 444 Grand St., who 
said he had been robbed of $6,000, and 
Louis Goldfarb, a jeweler at 250 Delancey 
St.. who said that he had been swindled 

out of $1,550. 

kmanuel was arrested on April % on 
Goldtarb’s complaint. \When Gasner heard 
of the arrest he went to the Yorkville 
Court, and there identified the prisoner as 
the man who, he said, with two unidenti- 
hed companions, swindled him on Oct. 24 
last. 

Gasner said that the man and his two 
companions represented themselves as Bel- 
gian refugees and confided that they had a 
bag of gold and platinum worth many 
thousands of dollars which they wished to 
sell. He said he was shown the bag at 
Grand Central Station, where it had been 
deposited in the check room. He told 
him how he had agreed to pay $12,000 for 
the supposed gold and platinum. After 
much difficulty he raised the first $6,000, 
he said. and, receiving the check for the 
bag from the men, gave Emanuel the 
money. The remainder was to have been 
paid the following Tuesday. Gasner then 
hurried to Grand Central Station to get the 
bag and found that, instead of precious 
metals, there was nothing but a mass of 
brass. Mr. Goldfarb’s story was somewhat 
similar. 

As stated in a previous issue of THE 
JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR, a man called at Gold- 
farb’s store with the information that he 
could get jewelers a lot of dentists’ gold 
cheap. Goldfarb took up the proposition 
and went with the man to see the gold. 
After he had tested it with acid and found 
it genuine, he bought it. 

An hour later the jeweler and his com- 
panion were walking along 42d St., near 
Third Ave., the friend carrying the bag 
containing the gold. It is alleged that 
Emanuel and his two companions = ap- 
proached and, drawing Goldfarb to one 
side, told him they were detectives and 
the whole transaction was suspicious. Later 
Patrolman Connolly appeared on the scene 
and placed Emanuel under arrest. 

In court Emanuel sought to prove an 
alibi, saying that he was working in a 
raincoat factory in Mount Vernon on the 
day that Gasner alleged he had _ been 
swindled.

On the strength of having represented 
himself as a Mason Mr. Brown allowed 
him to take out the goods, but as he did 
not return suspicion was aroused and tie 
city detectives notified. 

Mr. Brown had gotten his hat to follow 
the man and see if he went to the Gunter 
Hotel, but was detained by another cus- 
tomer and lost track of him. 

On investigation it developed that the 
man, always using the name of Slaughter, 
had visited the jewelry stores of E. D. 
Thomas, Gus Kray and the E. Hertzberg 
Jewelry Co., working practically the same 
game in each place, and at Kray’s almost 
accomplished his object, as Mr. Kray had 
decided to let him take out the charms. 
and then changed his mind, upon which 
“Slaughter” left, saying he would return 
later. 

At the Hertzberg store he came in and 
ex.ending his hand to Max Goodman, the 
manager, asked him if he did not remem- 
ber him, saying he had met him (Good- 
man) some time ago. At this time he had 
on an Elk button, and said he wanted to 
vet a charm for his father, Colonel Slaugh- 
ter, who is a Mason. 

None of the charms shown him had dia- 
monds of any size in them, and the man 
left without asking to take them out, as 
he had done at the other stores. 

He is described as about 23 vears old, 
with light hair and complexion, stocky and 
of medium height. He has coarse teatures 
and large and somewhat clumsy hands. He 
was well dressed and in the two days he 
worked here had changed hats, wearing 2 
new style felt hat when in the Hertzberg 
store on Wednesday and a sort of Panama 
straw when he went to Critzer’s on Thurs- 
day.

Death of Ulysses A. Racine. 

PROVIDENCE, R. I., April 17.—In the pres- 
ence of a small gathering of former busi- 
ness and fraternal associates Ulysses A. 
Racine, one of the most expert engravers, 
designers and die cutters in this city, was 
buried at Grace Church Cemetery, this city. 
The burial was in charge of St. John’s 
Lodge of Masons, of this city, of which 
he had long been a member. He was 83 
years of age and had been ill only about 
a week from lobular pneumonia. 

He was born in Canton de Berne, Swit- 
zerland, April 12, 1832, and at an early age 
was apprenticed to his cousin in his native 
country and afterward was engaged in 
business there for himself, passing the first 
half century of his life in that country. 
Besides being an expert engraver and die 
cutter, he was very skilful as a carver on 
metals and pearl shell, and had the honor 
of executing several difficult commissions 
along these lines for the late King Edward 
of England when he was Prince of Wales 
and for other royal personages of Europe. 

Mr. Racine came to this country and set- 
tled in this city in 1882 and entered in 
business for himself on Friendship St., 
where, after some 10 years, he gave up 
his shop and entered the employ of the old 
Ladd Watch Case Co. A few years later, 
however, he again entered business for 
himself and was at different times located 
at several places in the jewelry section. 

About 20 years ago he designed and 
nade a number of 382d degree Masonic 
iewels that were highly commended and 
much prized. When forced to give up his 








work his shop was located in the Caesar 
\lisch building, Westminster St. 

About a fortnight ago he contracted a 
severe coid that developed into the grippe 
and he was removed to the Rhode Island 
Llospital. Pneumonia following, he grad- 
uallu grew worse and died a week ago 
to-day. 

He leaves no near relatives, except a 
sister in Paris, his wife having died sey- 


eral years ago. 








Silbermann, Kohn & Wallenstein, New 
York, Warn the Trade Against 
Impostor. 

\Vord was received in New York last 
Monday that a man in Kansas City, Mo., 
has been representing himself as Murray 
Kohn, of the manufacturing jewelry firm 
of Silbermann, Kohn & Wallenstein, &7 
Maiden Lane, and has succeeded in one 
instance in obtaining money from one of 

the concern’s customers. 

The scheme of the man is to take quar- 
ters in some second or third rate hotel. 
After stopping there for several days he 
calls the hotel telephone operator on the 
wire from his room, tells her he is Murray 
Kohn of the New York manufacturing 
concern, and that he is suffering from sick- 
ness. He then requests her to call one of 
the firm’s out-of-town customers on the 
telephone and tell him that Mr. Kohn 1s in 
distress and is in need of funds to return 
home. 

As far as Silbermann, Kohn & Wallen- 
stein have been able to learn the man has 
tried his scheme twice, meeting with suc- 
cess in one instance when he obtained 
funds from a Salt Lake City jeweler. The 
second attempt was made on one of the 
firm’s customers in Chicago, but the Chi- 
cago jewelers communicated with Silber- 
man, Kohn & Wallenstein before forward- 
ing funds, and were told that the scheme 
was a fraud. Pinkerton men are now 
working on the case. 








J. E. McCourt Buys Assets of Trombly- 
Allen Jewelry Co., After Creditors 
Petition Concern Into 
Bankruptcy. 

Worcester, Mass., April 19—The bank- 
rupt stock of the Trombly-Allen Jewelry 
Co. here was sold at mortgagee sale last 
Saturday to J. E. McCourt, formerly as- 
sistant manager of the Baldwin-Muiller Co., 
wholesale jeweler, of Indianapolis, Ind. 
According to Mr. McCourt the business 
will be completely reorganized and will 
hereafter be conducted as a strictly whole- 
sale business, under the style of the New 
England Watch & Jewelry Co., at 507 Park 
building. 

The Trombly-Allen Jewelry Co. was re- 
cently petitioned into bankruptcy at the 
instance of three creditors, whose claims 
amount to $1,422. The petitioning creditors 
and their claims are: Providence Stock 
Co., $500; the George L. Vose Mfg. Co., 
$880.75; the Irons & Russell Co., $42.56. 

The total liabilities of the firm amounted 
to $67,000, according to Mr. McCourt, 
while the assets, he further asserted, ag- 
gregate $15,000, including book accounts, 
stock and merchandise 
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Cleveland Society Man Held on Charge 
of Robbing Chicago Watch Concern. 
CLEVELAND, O., April 17--The detective 

assigned to keep watch on Cleveland pawn- 

shops spotted a suspicious character, carry- 
ing a grip in one hand and folding a roll 

ot bills in the other, emerging from a 

pawnshop on Monday of last week and 

proceeded to inquire from the man what 
he he had to sell. When the man said 
watches, the detective asked to buy a pawn 
ticket, as he himself needed a new watch, 
but the man said that he had disposed of 
the watches for cash and had no pawn 
tickets. The detective then tool: he man 
to the Central Station for further ques- 
tioning. His answers aroused suspicion 

and he was searched and found to have a 

number of watches in his possession. 

His place of business, located on the 
third floor of the Schofield building, was 
broken into and searched and more than 
10) watches were found, the majority of 
which had high-grade 19 and 21 jewel 
movements. A charge was immediately 
made against him and he was held pending 
further developments. 

He proved to be a recent resident of the 
Cleveland Athletic Club and prominent in 
society circles in Cleveland. He also posed 
as an agent for a building supply concern 
and claimed the property to have been left 
in his office by a friend who used the office 
jointly with him. He said the watches he 
lad pawned were ones on which he had 
loaned money and on which the time had 
expired. 

Kvidence produced proved that the man 
had purchased jewelers’ cotton from a local 
wholesale firm and asked for a suitable 
box for packing an express package from 
which the label had not been removed, and 
this was found to contain a large portion 
ot the watches. 

A list of the stolen watches was fur- 
nished by the Burlington Watch Co. and 
three-fourths of those recovered checked 
up with the ones stolen from them in 
March, when three safes were blown and 
the contents taken. 

Later the prisoner was bound over to the 
jury~and let out on $4,000 bail. In the 
meantime extradition papers were rushed 
to Governor Willis to sign, that he might 
be taken back to Chicago for trial, but up 
to the present writing the papers have not 
heen signed. 

The local police are inclined to believe 
that they have discovered a very impor- 
tant fence and are doing all in their power 
to have the man sent to Chicago for trial, 
but friends have brought their influence to 
bear and are fighting extradition.

Another suggestion I will make would be the 
formation of the State of lowa into districts, and 
in each one of these districts elect a vice-presti- 
dent who shall be responsible for his district in 
stirring up the members and organizing district 
clubs to meet not less than two to three times a 
year. I would suggest not less than twice a year, 
and then with the annual convention, the jewelers 
will become so interested in this work that they 
will not need much soliciting or urging to pay 
their dues, for you know that people are like 
sheep, they always like to go with the crowd, and 
if jewelers’ associations are the popular thing, ac- 
complishing a great deal of good, you will not

Secretary and Treasurer K. K. Keith in 
Ms annual report to the convention re- 
ported that the treasury was in good shape. 

Immediately following this talk the ap- 
pointment of committee to draft the reso- 
lutions and audit the books of the organi- 
zation was made. A committee of five 
members was named on the nominating 
committee for nomination of officers. 

President Lepper gave a brief synop- 
sis of the national convention stating that 
it had been the past practise of delegates 
from lowa to go to the convention and 
return home without any definite knowl- 
edge ot what had been transacted He 
stated that in number of delegates lowa 
stood fourth in the list of States. 

The convention was then honored by an 
address by T. W. LeQuatte, advertising 
manager of a farming paper of Des 
Moines Mr. LeQuatte who was _ sched- 
uled tor a longer talk later in the conven- 
tion opened the speaking program with a 
good address upon the value of advertising 
to a jeweler. His address ended in an 

pen discussion of “fake” advertising laws 
in the various States. A discussion arose 

ver the presence of the word “knowing- 
ly” in several of the State laws. The con- 
clusion of this discussion was that laws 
covering false and illegal advertising by 


small manutacturers and small houses were 
coming more universal but that the real 
steps toward eliminating these faults have 
just begun. 

Wednesday Morning Session. 

The second day of the convention opened 
with several more delegates in attendance. 
[he day's program started with an address 
by Mack A. Hurlbut, kort Dodge, on the 

pic “Is the Catalogue for Local Distribu- 
tion ot Real Advertising Value to the Re- 
tail Jeweler?” 

ADDRESS OF MACK HURLBU' 

Mr. Hurlbut discussed that topic from 

various angles, giving his opinion on the 


subject lle said that the catalogue as an 
advertising proposition resolves itself into 
one of two classes and pointed out that it 
is either a matter of general publicity or 
a question of getting direct results. He

course make a profit on the catalogues 
they are still able to get them out at about 
one-fifth the cost that the retail jeweler 
would incur 1f he publish his own cata- 
logue. On the other hand he argued that 
the jewelers cannot buy catalogues ready 
made tiat will express the individuality 
and character of their stores and that it 
would cost from eight to 12 cents a piece, 
anyway the proposition is figured by the 
time the catalogues are distributed. 

He called attention to the fact that mail 
rder catalogues go into the home with 
some article advertised that appeals to some 
member of tie household and that the 
value of the catalogue is not entirely lost. 
On the other hand the jeweler’s cata- 
logue showing simply a line of jewelry 

25 homes before it strikes a 
prospective buyer. To buy catalogues and 
send them out indiscriminately on a mail- 
ing list he considered the height of ex- 


may go into 


travagance and folly for a retail jeweler. 

“Taking it for granted,” said Mr. Hurl- 
but, “that you have reached with your 
catalogue the one person out of 25 to 
whom it appeals, you may not have the 
very article that he wants. If you do not 
have what the customer wants you lose 
the effect of your advertising after you 
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have succeeded in getting the customer 
Into your store.” 

Mr. Hurlburt said that he took up the 
ca‘alogue proposition at one time and after 
the catalogues had been distributed that 
ie did not get 20 cents more business than 
he had the previous year. His opinion 
was that the catalogue business as a gen- 
eral publicity proposition is not good eco- 
nomics for the average jeweler. When he 
first started on the catalogue proposition 
he sent out, he said, 17,000 catalogues that 
he himself had compiled. The cost of the 
catalogues was about $500 and he thought 
he got about 30 cents direct returns. Tak- 
ing it as a whole the address of Mr. Hurl- 
but was not favorable to the proposition 
oft retail jewelers sending out catalogues. 

“What is Your Cost of Doing Business,” 
by President J. H. Lepper, was the next 
talk on the program. 

‘Some lirms know to a cent what 1t costs 
to do business. Others know approximately 
and guess at the rest. With some it is alla 
Ouess and the others don’t care,” declared 
President J. H, Lepper. 

tle intimated that guessing is fatal to 
business and that it is responsible for many 
failures. The man who knows what his 
business is costing him will weather ad- 
verse storms when they come up, he said. 
He advised the jewelers that if they cannot 
afford a clerk to hire a young woman to 
keep the accounts and help wait on the cus- 
tomers 

“| know of several competent women 
watchmakers,” he said. He went into de- 
tails explaining how to keep an account 
ot the business. To the expense account 
he added a depreciation fund which he ex- 
plained as vital 

Foliowing up his talk on the opening 
afternoon, T. W. LeQuatte honored the 
gathering with a second advertising talk. 
The subject of this address was “Good 
Advertising for the Retail Jeweler.” 

Mr. LeQuatte discussed the details re- 
garding the visit of 1,000 people who are 
to be sent from lowa to Chicago for the 
national meeting of Ad Men’s Clubs. 

The next speaker was A. W. Anderson, 
national secretary. During the course of 
his remarks Secretary Anderson said: 

“lox River Vailey in Wisconsin used to 
e a boiler factory. The jewelers in that 


district were the finest bunch of knockers

you ever saw and they kept it up from 


morning until the next morning. To-day 
it is different. They are all members of 
the association and they have a good word 
for each other. 

“One jeweler I know was 80 years old. 
lle was a German and considered very 
close. He got interested in the association 
and one day after the organization of the 
association he calied me into the store. He 
had transtormed the place into a modern 
store from ceiling to floor with mahogany 
furniture 

‘“l expressed surprise at the change and 
he said: ‘Some man named Osler down in 
Pliladelphia or somewhere said a man 
ought to be chloroformed after he is 60 
vears old.’ I don’t believe he has to be 
chloroformed when he is 8&0 years old. It 
shows the change brought about by associa- 
tion. He had gone up and down the valley 
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and seen the improvements other jewelers 
were making and he was determined not to 
be outdone.” 

Secretary Anderson told of the torma- 
tion of the Wisconsin Mutual and of the 
benefits derived by its members. 

The morning session closed with an ad- 
dress by Charles P. Crane, Chicago. Huis 
talk was “Gold Filled, Rolled Plate and 
Fire Gilt Jewelry—What They Are.” it 
follows: 

ADDRESS OF CHAS, P. CRANE. 

Ur. President and Members of the Iowa Retaii 
ewelers’ Association There is as much difference 
in gold-filled jewelry and rolled-plate jewelry as 
there is in rolled-plate jewelry and gold jewelry. 
The term gold-filled was originally coined or 

uught into prominence, as far as I can learn, to 
lesignate a high grade of rolled-plate watch cases, 


rs 


that is, a watch case made from double stock rolled 
plate, gold on both sides of the lids, with a filling 

center of base metal. That is what is com- 
monly known to manufacturers as double stock 
plate, while in most of the jewelry we use only 
single stock plate, having gold on the one surface 
only. The term gold-filled really designates 
nothing when several pieces are compared as to 
quality, for as a matter of fact if a piece of 
pure brass is electroplated with gold, it has a 
scale of gold covering it and a core of brass; it 
consequently is truthfully gold filled, and this can 
be made with a sufficient thickness of gold to 


stand acid. Articles made after this fashion will 
mot give good service as far S wear 18S con 
cerned. 


The reason is that the scale of gold is very 
thin, soft and porous, having been thrown onto 
the base metal by an electric process. If it is 
electroplated or gold filled on a rolled-plate base 
you have a double surface of gold tor wearing 
purposes, the gold which has been thrown on by 
the electro process upon a plate of solid gold 
soldered On a piece of base metal. Goods made 
after this method will wear and give satisfaction, 
provided a good quality of rolled plate is used 
at the base. All English and Koman finishes are 
made by an electroplate process, and this is the 
reason their finishes soon wear off. 

There is a different meaning attached to the 
term “gold filled” by manufacturers of jewelry. 
This is a shop term which is little understood by 
retailers. When engraving is done on thin rolled- 
plate stock, the gold is cut through by the grave: 
on the deeper cuts and the composition thus ex- 
posed must be protected by coloring after en 
graving. This is done by an electroplate process 
during the final finish, and such engraving is said 
to be filled with gold. This is what the manu- 
facturing jewelers of the Attleboros, Providence, 
Newark and other jewelry centers invariably 
mean when they use the term “gold filled.”” You 
will readily see how easy it would be for a re- 
tailer and manufacturer to misunderstand each 
other on this point. 

The speaker at this point described the 
process of making rolled plate and con- 
tinued his address by giving illustrations to 
point out his meaning. 

Continuing, he outlined a method for 
making an acid test of jewelry, and 1n con- 
clusion he said: 


The term gold front is one that is not generally 
understood. As a matter of fact, any composition 
which has a scale of gold on the top surface 1s 
gold front. A piece of rolled plate is technically 
gold front, but the term is more generally used to 
designate a line of merchandise made in an en- 
tirely different way than the usual rolled-plate 
goods. This class of goods is confined practically 
to what we call card goods, such as sleeve buttons, 
earrings, brooches and bar-pins, fob buckles, etc. 
It is made by using a cup-shaped back of rolled- 
plate stock which is filled with soft solder and a 
thin scale of gold soldered on the front. 

Wednesday Afternoon Session. 

H. R. Plath, Davenport, la., opened the 
afternoon session with an interesting ad- 
dress on “Wireless Time Service for Re- 
tail Jewelers.” 

ADDRESS OF H. R. PLATH. 

Mir. Plath first discussed the installation 

of a wireless service in his store, giving 


details as to the erection of the serials, 
the kind of copper wire used, etc. He 
then went into a description of the differ- 
ent shapes in which aerials are made and 
pointed out that short and low aerials can- 
not be expected to receive messages at a 
creat distance. His suggestion to jewelers 
was that they should never have an aerial 
lower tian 50 feet from the ground and the 
higher the better. He told them that if 
they had no place to erect the poles it 
would be wise to look for a water tank, 
a tree, or telegraph pole, or other place to 
which to attach the aerial. 

“Never run your wires over streets where 
there are street cars running below, or 
over high tension wires, as should one of 
the aerial wires break you are liable to 
make connection with the trolley wires 
which would cause considerable trouble 
and possibly a fire,” said Mr. Plath. An- 
other point he made was that jewelers 
should not forget to solder every joint

in the aerial in order to get the best re- 
sults. 

He then discussed insulation and insula- 
tors. He advised the jewelers to follow 
the instruc.ions given in erecting wireless 
stations and stated that many electricians 
were not qualified to do this work as they 
knew nothing about it. 

The speaker then went mto a descrip- 
tion of the wiring from the aerial to the 
receiving instrument, telling how the work 
had been done at his store, and also giv- 
ing the jewelers some detail as to the cost 
of installation. In this connection he said 
that the aerial at his store had been up 
since last Labor Day and it had been of 
no expense whatsoever. With the instru- 
ment which was installed at his store he 
said that he was able to get messages trom 
\rlington, a distance of over 1,200 miles. 

After having discussed the installation of 
a wireless plant he took up the discussion 
of receiving of time signals, pointing out 
that it is possible to receive time which 
will be accurate to within one-tenth of a 
second. He said that he had noted quite 
an increase in his watch and clock depart- 
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ment since the instrument hed been in- 
stalled, the increase amounting to about 20 
per cent. and that from an advertising 
standpoint it was a good feature 


The convention next listened to an ad- 


cress by T. L. Combs, president of the 
\merican National Retail Jewelers’ Asso- 
ciation. The subject ot iis address Was 


“What Association Work is Doing for the 
Retail Jeweler.” 

ADDRESS OF NATIONAL PRESIDENT COMBS. 

Mr. Combs spoke on the relative value 
of associations to the retailers. He stated 
that members of the various States organ- 
ization had profited by the association and 
advocated more interest in the functions of 
the organization. 

He stated that nationally the jewelers 
had built up a strong organization and that 
through its strength it was in a positiot 
to assist even down to the individuals that 


helong to the State organizations. Mr. 
Combs’ talk closed with a brief summarv 


t where the lowa organization stood 
and laid special stress upon the activity 
f the lowa organization in _ putting 
in an appearance at the national conven- 
tion with a strong delegation. 

The speaking program for the afternoon 
closed with a talk by W. H. Potts of 
Mason City, on “Selling Nationally Ad- 
vertised Goods.” 

Klection of officers, as previously stated, 
closed the program for the afternoon. 

J. H. Lepper, of Mason City, was named 
the national delegate. The organization 
ordered his expenses paid while in at- 
tendance. Mr. Lepper has been the mov- 
ing spirit in the organization for the past 
two years and the delegates bestowed the 
liionor upon him for his past services. 

The Banquet. 

With close to 100 delegates seated, those 
present enjoyed the annual banquet of the 
association. It was held at the Chamber 
of Commerce rooms under the auspices 
of Des Moines j ibbers. Special enter- 
tainment in the form of a cabaret was en- 
joyed.

that most of the members of our trade 
are not thoroughly familiar with the regu- 
lations of the companies govern- 
ing the shipment of jewelry, and particu- 
larly do not know that the receipt of the 
express company given for ordinary mer- 
chandise provides that the company shall 
not be liable for the loss of money, bullion, 
coupons, jewelry or precious stones, valu- 
able papers or other matter of extraordi- 
nary value unless such are enumerated 1 
the receipt. The companies, or at least 
some of them, claim that they do not trans- 
port jewelry and valuable articles through 
the regular department, but through the 
money department, and that when such 
articles are shipped in the regular way 
it is done in violation of the rules and the 
company cannot be held responsible.

In a recent controversy between the 
Adams Express Co. and a Virginia jeweler 
in regard to the loss of a package which 
the latter had sent by express the company 
admitted it was unsuccessful in locating 
the package aud was ready to effect a set- 
tlement, but before doing so requested the 
jeweler to eliminate from his claim the 
item listed as a gold article because, ac- 
cording to the agreement entered into with 
the shipper at the time the receipt was 
given, there was a clause in this receipt 
(No. 3) by which the company was not 
responsible for any article of value such 
as jewelry, etc. The jeweler had, therefore, 
to accept a casteienns on the basis of the 
ordinary merchandise, but could get noth- 
ing for the jewelry. It is needless to say 
that since then he stamps every package 
sent out by him with the word “jewelry.” 

It is true that some jewelers understand 
the regulations under which the express 
packages are shipped and send their jewel- 
ry without marking them as such, prefer- 
ring to take a chance, while others in their 
shipments back to manufacturers and job- 
bers follow the same course, under instruc- 
tions from the manufacturer or jobber, who 
has the jewelry insured both ways. But 
there is still a large number in our trade 
to whom the question has never come up 
and who are constantly taking risks with- 
out knowing it. To these jewelers we 
would suggest that before they ship a pack- 
age of valuables of any kind they carefully 
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read their express receipts and

Saving Time and Money by Systematic Stock Arrangement. 


Expensive Articles on One Side of the Store and Cheaper Ones on the Other Side—The Art and Advisability of 
Keeping a Full Assortment, But No Surplus of Any One Item-—Explanatory Tickets—Their Advantage. 


Written expressly for The Jewelers’ Circular. 














” the average individual the purchase 
of a valuable piece of jewelry is an 
event looked forward to, and 
most people have well-defined ideas as to 
just what they want on the various 1m- 
portant dates, such as the purchase of the 
first watch, usually a graduation present 
for the girl or boy; the engagement ring, 
the wedding ring, etc. On this account the 
selling of these more costly articles 15 
largely a matter of going to the store con- 
sidered the most reliable. No up-to-date 
jeweler keeps his safe too far in the rear 
of the store, for reasons of safety, first, 
and likewise for convenience in handling 
trade. It also eliminates largely the danger 
caused by walking to and fro to exhibit ex- 
pensive wares. 

Why not arrange your shop so that all 
the most valuable articles (those which are 
placed in the safe nightly) are kept on one 
side of the store and the cheaper goods 
shown on the opposite side. Show the 
lines which people buy “on the impulse of 
the moment” in as large a variety as pos 
sible. The science of modern retailing is 
to keep a full assortment but no large 
quantity of any one item. The value of 
this method applies especially to the jewel- 
ry trade. First, it allows a more complete 
display; second, it avoids the possibility of 
overlooking items which in these days of 
quick changes in styles might prove a loss. 

To promote sales on the smaller items a 
splendid idea is to have little explanatory 
tickets (as carefully prepared and worded 
as if for window use) stating name of ar- 
ticle. a few words explaining its use and 
the price in plain figures. This practically 
makes of your store a huge show window 
and each showcase acts as a silent sales- 
man. If you have never tried such meth- 
ods you will be surprised to note a very 
handsome increase in sales. Just for an 
example, one case might be surmounted by 
a sign running full length of the case and

and include charms, bracelets, brooches, 
hatpins, pin sets, lingerie clasps, earrings. 
etc. Back of each case should be a pad 
on which salesmen can note the number 
and names of articles sold from each case. 
This system will enable the buyer to tabu- 
late sales and replenish stock as frequently 
as necessary. 

One of the managers of one of the 
largest department stores in the world lays 
special stress on the value of indoor store 
arrangement, and confesses that the main 
advantage of advertising special sales and 
other inducements is to attract customers 
into the store. The attractiveness of the 
items displayed there is depended upon 
for the volume of sales and the real 
profits. 

The president of another large retailing 
concern, in a “heart-to-heart talk” with his 
store managers, emphasized the fact that 
although he must compliment his forces 
upon the splendid development of their 
system of auditing accounts and managing 
stores, all this would be worthless but for 
the customers patronizing these establish- 
ments, and the one important idea was to 
sell as much as possible to each person en- 
tering the store, and therefore each store 
must show its wares in the most attractive 


manner and produce a desire on the part 
of the customer for items unthought of 
when the customer entered the establish- 
ment. 

The paramount idea of these successful 
people is to sell to people now, while they 
are in a buying mood; and the way to sug- 
gest buying to them is not for the sales- 
men to importune people to buy, but for 
the articles themselves to be so temptingly 
displayed as to draw the buyer’s attention 
to them. 

Downtown in New York for years a cer- 
tain hardware and cutlery store prospered 
in an old-fashioned genteel way. The show 
windows, formally showing a few articles 
that were most unattractive, were changed 
about twice a year and washed about as 
often. The proprietors were wealthy, had 
a certain following, and never figured on 
or seemed to care for more. The inside 
arrangements were in keeping with the 
windows and the salesmen condescendingly 
waited on you, if you waited long enough. 
About two years ago “new blood” got the 
controlling interest and, to the horror of 
the older members of the firm, began in- 
stalling innovations and upsetting the time 
honored traditions of the firm. 

Never mind all the details of the various 
changes undertaken, but let us get down 
to present conditions. No one ever dreamt 
that a hardware window could be made as 
attractive as these people have made it. A 
recent display of bolts, nuts, screws and 
nails, certainly as unattractive material as 
a window dresser could work with, was 
not only pretty but instructive, and drew 
and held crowds. The cutlery window was 
a gem. The windows have been remodeled, 
made up to date, and are kept exceptionally 
clean and well lighted. The interior of the 
store has likewise been remodeled, but the 
same sales force still remains. Someone, 
however, seems to have instilled into the 
minds of these gentlemen the fact that on 
the public depend their jobs. The store in 
question always did a big business; but. 
remarkable to say, even in the recent hard 
times this store’s sales are plainly in- 
creasing.

A Device to Catch Store Thieves.

device by which a closed door is locked

From the Other Side of the Counter. 


|! the man behind the counter always 
knew what the customer thought ot 
him he would not be flattered. And, on 


the other hand, if the customer knew what 
the man behind the counter thought of her 
him forever more. But 
man behind the counter 


she would shun 
the fact that the 
knows the shortcomings of the customer 1n 
front of it is not a legitimate reason why 
the man behind should continue to show 
his ignorance, inefficiency, slovenliness, 
boorishness, awkwardness, trickiness, dis- 
courtesy, incivility, disrespect, churlishness, 
tartness, acrimony, resentment, abusiveness, 
ungraciousness, rudeness, brusqueness, crab- 
bidness, sarcasm, sullenness, peevishness 

But why go on? All these, and all other 
disagreeable traits, are to be found in most 
Not all in one man, thank goodness; 


men. 

but at times any one of these is apt to 
spring into view of the customer. The 
customer then magnifies the offense and 


the whole fraternity of clerks suffer. 

As clerks. as men behind the counter, let 
us look at ourselves a little bit and see how 
far we have traveled upward to perfection 
or downward toward utter failure. 

It is a well-known fact in every circle of 
endeavor that there is a great deal of ig- 
norance of the things that should be 
known by the men who should know them. 

To illustrate this ignorance I will relate 
a personal experience. I had a number of 
duplicate sheets to get out—too many for 
typewriting to take care of, and too few 
to make it pay me to have them printed. 
In cases of that kind we usually resort to 
some kind of a duplicating machine. I 
have one that is out of date to some ex- 
tent but perfectly usable, and for the quan- 
tity of work of the kind I will ever have 
to do it is perfectly good enough. To get 
a newer style would entail a cost of $80 
or more. I had no supplies for this ma- 
chine and set out to secure them. I went 
to the three largest and best stationery 
stores in a city of over half a million and 
could get no satisfaction. One of these 
stores had the exclusive agency for the sale 
of the machine and its supplies. The clerk 
who served me could give me no informa- 
tion about the supplies for the old machine. 
He could not even supply me with a price 
list so that I might extract the information 
| wanted out of it myself. This in a store 
doing a business of half a million or more 
was provoking. 

[| wrote the manufacturers and asked 
them for the information I wanted. The 
reply told me to go to the store I had al- 
ready been to; and the manufacturers knew 
that, for I had told them of my unfruitful 
search. Not one word in reply to my spe- 
cific inquiries. 

As it happened, my business took me 
from the city during the day and to 
pay another personal visit to that 
store 


would require me to lose a cou- 


ple of hours’ time—and time is money. 

So there I was, 10 days after the want 
developed, no nearer to having it supplied 
than betore. Naturally | did not like this, 
nor do | think those who handled this mat- 
ter were very ethcient. The clerk in the 
store was ignorant of the product he had 
tor sale, and apparently there was no one 
in the store to whom he could go for in- 
formation. (This was explained to me 
afterward by the fact that this store does 
a wholesale as well as a retail business, and 
the man who really had charge of this par- 
ticular part of the business was out in the 
State after business.) 3ut my wants 
were not supplied and | was vexed. 

The manufacturers’ letter was so cordial, 
and smooth, and all that; but not one of 
the questions | asked was answered. I was 
merely advised that the store already men- 
tioned was their exclusive agent, and if | 
would go there and ask for a certain per- 
son, giving me the name, I would be sup- 
plied. This I could not do on account of 
my business away from home. 

This experience is enough to make a 
business man think there is no such thing 
as true efficiency. He thinks he has a busi- 
ness so systematized that it will take care 
of every want, and some weakling spoils 
the whole thing. This was the weak link 
of this big business machine. 

Uhe moral of this experience is plainly 
seen: The clerk should make it a part of 
his education to know about his business; 
the jeweler should make it a part of his 
system to see that his business does not 
suffer from the ignorance of his clerks; 
someone should know all about each line 
carried; and someone should know 
enough about it to make it possible to serve 
the public properly when the first clerk is 
off duty. 

Supposing we are selling plated-ware and 
a customer makes a certain objection. If 
we know the construction of the ware, how 
it is fashioned, made and plated, we might 
answer the objection. If we know nothing 
about 1t we may try in our ignorance to 
explain and get beyond our depth. The 
customer may know nore about it than we 
do and find us lacking. 

Marshall Field is credited with the policy 
that the customer can do no wrong; that 
no matter what the customer did she was 
te be allowed to think she was doing right. 
No doubt this can be carried too far for 
the benefit of the jeweler. But with that 
policy as a starting point, the jeweler who 
follows it pretty closely cannot err very 
much. Therefore the clerk should be made 
to understand that the customer is not to 
be offended by a display of any of the in- 
numerable foibles he may be addicted to. 
He must not allow the customer to ruffle 
his feelings to the point where he displays 
any of the traits already mentioned in the 
long list given in the first paragraph of 
this lesson. 

No matter how provoking the customer

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may be, the clerk—and when we say clerk 
we mean proprietor as well—has no busi 
lose his temper and display any 
traits of bad manners.

A clerk once told me of an experience. 
tle was serving a lady who was provoking 
in the extreme. He tried his best to serve 
properly, to give her all the in- 
formation she desired, to overlook many 
of the nasty out in 
the conversation, and to be a gentleman 
throughout. He mastered himself, although 
it was at a great cost of effort. It hap- 
pened that another lady was being served 
within earshot of the whole 
She asked the clerk serving her to give 
her an introduction to the other clerk. She 
then told him she intended buying more 
goods in a day or two and would like him 
to help her to select them. When the sale 
was completed it amounted to over $500. 
But—and here is the part | never like to 
bring forward—that was not all. This lady 
was a personal friend of the jeweler’s fam- 
ily. She took occasion to praise the clerk 
to the jeweler, and finally furnished the 
clerk with capital to take up a 
that made him a nice fortune. 

But it is not for reward that a clerk 
should comport himself properly before his 
customers. While it is sure to come in 
some way or other, the clerk should strive 
always to be a gentleman and to have pity 
on those who know no better than to annoy 
the poor defenseless clerk. 

Here is an instance where the clerk was 
alert and “on to his job.” A friend told 
me of the circumstance. He went into a 
jewelry store to purchase a simple gradua- 
tion ring. He said: “Il knew what J] want- 
ed and the ring was sold before I entered 
the place. As the clerk was setting the 
tray back in the case he intercepted a ray 
of interest I must have shown in a dinner 
ring in an adjoining tray. I said nothing 
and he showed his quickness of perception 
by his understanding of my interest. He 
brought out the tray without a moment’s 
hesitation, and said, ‘This is a gem for any 
collector’s cabinet; pure Venetian; the last 
we have of a special consignment, and per- 
haps the only one like it in the whole 
world.’ He didn’t offend me by telling me 
all about the setting when he knew that | 
was aware of these things myself. | 
bought it. Of course it was simple for him, 
for | was wearing a heavy antique ring at 
the time and also an ancient cameo pin in 
my scarf. While I was buying the simple 
little graduation ring he was sizing me up 
as one who might be interested in 
thing like that, and he was so watchful that 
he saw the glance I gave the Venetian ring 
and I was the very willing victim of his 
perspicuity.” 

Let the man behind the counter study 
the customer on the other side of it and 
overcome anv “cave-man” propensities to 
get even, and he will be much happier.

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The Art of Making a Balance Staff.

HE art of staff making among watch- 
makers, especially with the younger 
generation, is fast declining owing to the 


numerous standard make watches. with 
their interchangeable parts. To make a 


balance staff embodying the qualities of 


truth of staff, shape of pivots, proportion 


and finish is an accomplishment not 
claimed by very many watchmakers. 
Even the replacing of interchangeable 
staffs is oftentimes on operation § both 
tedious and laborious to the unin 
tiated, with consequent resulting damage 
to the balance itself. What is really re- 


quired by the young watch or clock mak- 
er is a competent instructor who can guide 
him in the various operations pertaining to 
staff-making and also the replacement of 
staffs. Failing this, a careful and studious 
attention to the context of this article will 
be found to be of material benefit to the 
student, enabling him to produce his work 
satisfactorily without excess of trouble and 
labor. We will, for the purpose of this 
article, assume that we have a watch hav- 
ing a broken balance staff which requires 
replacing. 

Before removing the balance from the 
movement note if the balance seat and the 
roller are correctly positioned on the old 
staff and if not note the direction where 
any alteration will be necessary. The bal- 
ance is then taken out and the spring collet 
and roller removed. The balance is then 
placed in a chuck and the rivet turned away 
before the staff is knocked out; this 1s 
not very often done, the staff generally be- 
ing knocked out straight away. The former 
method leaves the balance flat and true in 
every respect as when the staff was on, 
whereas the latter method causes the bal- 
ance to cockle and get out of shape. thus 
destroying, to some extent, theoretical con- 
ditions. The old staff removed it may be 
kept, if it has been found to be correct, as 
a guide for the new staff. The method 
adopted for turning in the staff will be an 
American one; the European method being 
performed between centers, the former be- 
ing performed in the chuck of a Webster- 
Whitcomb or similar lathe. 

Instead of using ready-made rough staffs 
it will be advisable to make a blank staff 


and temper it one’s self; we then have the 
assurance that the staff will prove to be 
everything that is desired. The rough staff 
is then placed in a chuck, care being taken 
to see that it runs true. The balance seat 
is then first reduced till it fits the hole of 
the balance well, care being taken that the 
shoulder is neither hollow nor round, bu: 
perfectly square and flat. A hollow seat 
will bend the balance when riveting or 
cause it to work louse. The seat for the 
balance spring is then made, the shoulder 
of which should be undercut for the rivet- 
ing on the balance. This is ground 
with fine oilstone powder and left thus 
temporarily. It will be found more con- 
venient to leave the polishing till the grind- 
ing for the top part of the staff is com- 
pletely finished, as then chere will be no 
danger of accidentally spoiling the polish,as 
would most likely happen if done otherwise. 
The shoulder of the pivot is then made 
and is generally made back-tapered. The 
taper should not be too abrupt, but gradual, 
and should enter into the spring collet 
sharply, t.e., the corners should be sharp 
and the shoulder of the collet perfectly 
square and flat. The tapered pivot-shoulder 
being ground the pivot itself is now shaped. 
Before we go any further we will mention 
ore or two ways of taking the correct 
measurements. 


Seat 


Remove doth jewels, if they are remov- 
able, replace the cap jewels and by turning 
a thin piece of steel till 1t goes between the 
two cap jewels with just the requisite 
amount of shake. This piece of steel will 
give the exact height of staff required. By 
marking on it the position where the bal- 
ance seat should be will greatly facilitate 
the work even more. Another way is to 
remove both cap jewels and with a dou- 
zieme or slide millimeter gauge take the 
outside height of both jewel holes. This 
method may recommend itself to some, but 
the former is by far the more accurate. We 
will assume, however, that we utilized the 
former method for obtaining our height 
and measurements. We then proceed. 

The shape of the pivot is to be conical so 
as to conform with the shape of the jewel 
hole. The cone itself should not be made 
stumpy or too long and the pivot emerging 


trom it should be perfectly straight and 
parallel. A soft steel polisher made to 
suit the shape of the pivot is then used, 
first with oilstone dust and finally with red- 
stuff or rouge. The p fisher or “rubber,” 
as it is sometimes cailed, should be used 
with a forward, backward and rolling mo- 
tion till the pivot is reduced to the dimen- 
sion that, when the jewel is placed on with 
the finger tip, it will just slide on without 
any side-shake and with the sufficient free- 
dom to fall off. The pivot should then be 
finished off with a very smooth burnisher 
and oil. The end of the pivot is rounded 
but slightly’ by passing the bufnisher from 
off the body of the pivot over;the end. This 
being done the back-tapered pivot shoulder 
and hairspring may be polished an 
finished off similar as will the pivot. The 
upper part of the hairspring seat may 
sligntly beveled with the graver, which will 
facilitate the replacing of the hairspring 
and collet. The upper part of the staff now 
completely finished may be removed from 
the chuck and reversed. Again, care should 
be taken to see that it runs true, and if 
it does not or will not then there is no 
other alternative but to wax it in a V- 
shaped brass chuck and true it with a finger 
nail or even a piece of pegwood, using the 
already turned portion as the guide. 

Using the thin piece of steel that we 
took as the full length measurement of the 
staff, we note the distance of the mark of 
the balance seat to its end and reproduce 
it on the staff and turning away any ex- 
cess of metal. The roller arbor is then 
turned slightly tapered and ground till the 
roller goes nearly to the balance seat. The 
pivot is then turned and finished in exactly 
the same manner as that for the top pivot. 
both as regards shape and size. The arbor 
is then polished, when the roller will be 
found to fall in its right position. The 
shoulder of the pivot is here given a very 
slight undercut to prevent its supply of oil 
from running up the arbor. At the time 
of grinding the arbor the flange or outer 
surface of the balance seat should be 
treated in a similar manner, both as regards 
grinding and polishing. We may now con- 
sider the staff as being finished, and re- 
moving it from the chuck it is ready for 
riveting on to the balance. This requires 
care as too much riveting or the selection 
of an improper punch may either bend or 
put the balance out of shape. The staff is 
therefore placed on a polished stake with 
tne underside of the seat on the staking tool, 
the balance placed on its seat, making sure 
that there is no dirt in the hole or on the

balance and with practically no detrimental 


results to the balance. 
We know that the balance should run 
true after it has been riveted to the staft 


properly, and if the foregoing operations 
have been done correctly and accurately 
it will, but in some cases corrections, small 
or iarge, will be required to bring this about. 
This may sometimes take a little longer 
than anticipated before the result is brought 
to our satisfaction. It will depend upon 
the kind of balance whether the free parts 
of the rim leave their places under the 
hight blows of the hammer during the rivet- 
ing, such corrections being easily made by 
raising the lowered ends with the finger tips 
only, while the opposite balance arm may 
be securely held by a pair of stout brass 
tweezers. Sometimes the rim will be found 
to be hanging down halfway between the 
free end and the arm, such truing requiring 
a little more patience with the addition of 
an accessory that can be made in a few 
minutes. In a piece of round brass wire 
of the length and thickness of a punch a 
slit is filed near one end, this end may be 
flattened and the slit should be wide and 
deep enough to allow the balance arm to 
enter with freedom. Close to this slit a 
crescent may be filed away to allow clear- 
ance for the roller when the holder is 
close to the balance center. lhe top may 
be filed off at the back at an angle so as 
to clear the rim with smaller balances. The 
other end may be shaped and filed in the 
same manner but having a larger slot. The 
application of this tool can be readily un- 
derstood. The slot is passed onto the bal- 
ance arm and with a slight leverage causes 
the rim to come into position for the final 
adjustment. 

To get the balance true in its circum- 
ference is a more difficult operation than 
the previous one. Should the circumfer- 
ence be very much out the removal of the 
screws will be necessary, but if slight they 
may be left and trued in the truing calipers. 
The K. & D. calipers are very efficac:ous 
for both operations and with a little prac- 


tise a balance may be trued both in the 
round ana the flat in a very short space of 
time and without trving one’s patience, 


which 1s often tried sufhciently, unnecessar- 
ily. All manipulations of the baiance should 
be done with the fingers wherever possible. 
When the balance is perfectly true in every 
respect if shoula then be poised. It should 
be placed on an agate-jawed, knife-edged 
peising tool and carefully tested for poise. 
If slightly out the quarter screws should be 
turned either in or Out, acc irding to circum- 
stances, or af there are no quarter screws 
light timing washers should be used. No 
dishgurement of the screws, such as filing, 
should be entertained. If the balance is 
very much out it can be brought closer by 
undercutting or hollowing out a little of 
the back part of the screw, so that to all 
outside appearances nothing can be noticed. 
Accurate poising is essential as the ti-ne- 
kecping of the watch greatly depends upon 
the accuracy of the poise of the balance. 


If the foregoing operations have been

The Chronometric Society of France. 


HERE was held some time ago at 

the Hotel of the Société d’Encourage- 
ment, 44 Rue de Rennes, Paris, under the 
presidency of Charles Edouard Guillaume. 
assistant director of the International Bu- 
reau of Weights and Measures, assisted by 
Paul Garnier and Leopold Reverchon, the 
first reunion of the Société Chronometrique 
de France. 

The learned president recalled that the 
new organization, which met a requirement 
of the present period was brought about by 
the persevering efforts of M. Reverchon. 

The latter, in a brief address, pointed out 
the scientific purpose of the society, its ob- 
ject and the meetings to which they were 
near and could already count on, and he 
mentioned, by way of example, some otf 
the problems that presented themselves for 
the study of its members. 

Among the prominent personages 
have encouraged M. Reverchon in his ef- 
forts are M. Appell, president of the Acad- 
emy of Sciences of Paris and dean of the 
faculty of sciences of that city; M. Dar- 
boux, perpetual secretary; Messrs. Guyon, 
Lippmann, Puiseux and Lallemand, mem- 
bers of the academy; Ch. Ed. Guillaume: 
Mr. Caspari, whose name is well’ known 
among tnose who have been engaged in 
chronometry for half a century; Mr. Koe- 
nigs, professor of experimental mechanics 
at the faculty of sciences of Paris; Messrs. 
Leboeuf and Mascart, directors of the ob- 
servatories at Besancon and Lyon; M. 
Lieutenant-Colonel Ferrie, chief of the 
military wireless telegraph; Mr. Turpoin, 
professor of physics of the faculty of Pot- 
tiers: Messrs. Andrade and Moulin, pro- 
fessors of the faculty at Besancon; Charles 
Féry, professor of the faculty of physics 
and chemical industry at Paris; M. Mau- 
rice d’Ocagne, professor at the Ecole Poly- 
technique; M. Camille Flammarion, the 
great master of popular astronomy, and 
M. Count de ita Baume-Pluvinel, president 
of the Astronomical Society of France.
